ignominy of their action. At a 
moment when China's bearing in 
the face of a serious crisis was 
attracting the admiration of the 
world, when her representative 
at Geneva was earning the com- 
mendation of his colleagues for 
his dignified and restrained 
presentation of his country's 
case, it seemed to be particularly 
unfortunate that Chinese, 
deemed to be educated and well- 
informed, should make the 
Foreign Minister the victim of 
an affront which would have 
been positively childish had it 
not been so nearly fatal in its 
consequences. It is permissible 
to perceive in this ineident an 
epitome of the difficulties with 
which Dr. Wang has had to con 
tend in directing the conduct of 
China's relations with Foreign 
Powers. It is stated that hie re- 
signi ig due to medical 
advice. If it had been the ex- 
pression of tired disgust at the 
folly of his young countrymen, 
there could hardly be much sur- 
prise, however distasteful such 
evidence of impatience might 
seem to the diplomat in Dr. 
Wang himself. It will be re- 
cognised that, although, for the 
ist few months, there has been 
severe criticism’ of Dr. Wang's. 
direction of foreign policy on the 
ground that it has been totally 
inadequate in maintaining 
China's rights, as understood by 
the critics, he has in fact, been 
successful in securing what, in 
‘normal circumstances, would be 
considered very solid’ gains for 
China in the diplomatic dis- 
cussion of relationships with 
To pretend 














‘would be to acquiesce in a most 
extravagant conception of the 
possibilities. Indeed it may be 
confessed that Dr. Wang's policy, 
has itself been the victim of the 
unrealities which it has had to 
try to maintain in the face of 
the ever-growing evidence of 
uncomfortable facts. 

The Government might do well 
to consider whether the failure 
which Dr. Wang implicitly 
admits, does not arise from 
disregard of the _ historical 
significance of the relations 
between China and foreign 
countries. The insistence by 
a large section of vocal Chi- 
nese opinion on the doctrine 
of “unequal treaties,” the exces- 
sive comprehensiveness of the 
term “sovereign rights,” the 
invalidity of ewkward engage- 
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imperialism” has’ long 
been an anachronism, has pre- 
vented the Government from 
taking a stand on the practical 
basis of ordinary international 
rineiples. So, side by side 
with Dr. Wang's perfectly eor- 
rect discussions with Foreign 
Ministers, there has been seen 
the incongruous display of 
thodomontade in public’ utter- 
ances, fantastically provocative 
claims and premature announce- 
ments entirely inimical to friend- 
ly diplomatie intercourse. It 
would be insalting the in- 
telligence, which Dr. Wang 
possessed in such large measure, 
to believe that he was a willing 
party to some of the extra- 
ordinary lapses occasional 
parent in alleged. -sem/-olfcial 
and undoubtedly official dicta 
from Nanking. "They would be 
Gismiased with the thought that 
they were merely intended for 
domestic consumption. ‘The 
trouble, of course, was that 
domestic consumption led to 
domestic indigestion. It created 
‘a frame of mind which made it 











utterly impossible for the 
Foreign Minister to behave, as 
probably his own personal judg- 





ment would have had him be 
have, in the face of particularly 
awkward diplomatic contretemps, 
Even now there js the Thorburn 
Case on which the Government 
have to give an early finding. 
The creation of this dangerously 
fallacious outlook on foreign 
Policy among impressionable 
young politicians 
highly embarr 
Government. Its sucee 
pended on continued immunity 
of what may be vulgarly termed 
the bluff from being called. 
Once that state of things ceased 
to obtain, disillusionment would 
completely undermine the con- 
fidence which had been so 
precariously established. “Hence 
has come the stunning effect of 
the Japanese move in Manchuria, 
No doubt Dr. Wang is blamed for 
not having been able effectively 
to assert China's rights, In 
point of fact his appeal to th 

League was, as to-day’s tel 
grams show, remarkably suce 
ful. But consistently flattered 
by speciously unreliable readings 
of the situation of China in 
Manchuria and elsewhere, 
many Chinese observers are 
bitterly disappointed. ‘They fail 
to see that the ultimate asseztion 
by facts of an unassailable 
right to a place in the scheme of 
things could not, be indefinitely 
postponed by a barrage of un- 
realities. That is the root cause 
of their disappointment with Di 

Wang. It may, therefore, be 
considered to be the reason for 
his resignation. 









































A CONFERENCE? 
Oct, 5. 

Events in the Far East, in the 
last month, have developed into 
J world situation, ‘The outlook 
is not encouraging to anyone who 
perceives the dangers of exacer- 
dation of the tension between 
China and Japan, The war- 
psychology is at work in both 
countries, despite the manifest 
desires of Tokyo and Nanking 
for a peaceful and_ reasonable 
discussion of the differences bet- 
ween them. The news from 
Manchuria, conflicting and. un- 
reliable as much of it is, indi- 
cates how rapidly Japan's 
original blunder may develop 
into a formidable morass of 
difficulties. ‘The Government at 
Nanking, overloaded with econo- 
mic and’ political anxieties of 
grave weight, have now to re- 
cognise the fact that the Man- 
‘eburian question has stirred up 
fan emotion of unprecedented 
intensity among the people. ‘The 
violent boycott has given place 
to a widespread personal and 
individual boycott of Japanese 
activities, beyond the power of 
any Government, either logically 
or politically, to’ oppose. Other 
countries cannot remain unmoved 
while China and Japan alike are 
becoming involved in such disas- 
trous perplexities. ‘The outcome 
may easily be rainous to botti, 
not the least to Japan. ‘China 
has taken the step of appealing 
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‘ta the League of Nations. The 
step has been justified by the 
check given to. the Manchurian 
plan in its original conception. 
Certain actions have been 
Suggested to both countries by 
‘the League. They are designed 
to facilitate friendly settlement 
‘of the differences which have 
‘produced the present crisis, 
How far those - actions will be 
prejudiced by the course of 
‘events, here and in Manchuria, 
‘cannot at the moment be per- 
ceived, It is impossible, how- 
‘ever, to conceal the view that 
‘the Vigilance which the Lesgue 
has declared itself ready to 
‘exercise will have to be exerted 
to the full, ‘The reference by 
China to the League is signi- 
ficant, It implicitly raises the 
importance of the Manchurian 
‘question to countries other than 
Japan. The emergence vf the 
Serious personal boycott move- 
ment, in recognition of China's 
military helplessness and in re- 
‘tort to Japan's undoubted mili- 
tary predominance, emphasises 
the impossibility of treating the 
issue as solely between the two 
Governments at Tokyo and Nan- 
xing. 

To take an illustration from 
industrial polities, the situation 
may be compared’ very forcibly, 
‘with that in which the employers 
and employees of a big public 
utility service are at loggerheads. 
Both sides are determined. Both 
‘sides, at first, profess the desire 
for no outside interference. Both. 
‘sides believe that, at whatever 
‘the cost, they must force the 
matter to the point of surrender 
by ‘one or the other. Much 
suffering, much material loss 
‘ensues, until the public which 
has been a silent sufferer 
demands a conference. A con- 
ference is called; negotiations 
care begun, the differences are 
‘thrashed out round a table and 
terms of settlement successfully 
arranged, ‘The strike is at an 
‘end but the worn-out contestant 
‘realising their heavy losses, give 
utterance to the wish that’ they 
sad resorted to the Conference fn 
‘the beginning. China has! 
promptly recognised the validity 
of this view by her appeal to the 
League, The League has given 
Japan the opportunity of enfore-

It were not 
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enough’ to say that Mr, Clarke 
who left his native Scotland for 
the Far East in 1863, at the age 
of 19, and, eventually seitled 
down ‘in Shanghai in 1864, was 
part and parcel of Shanghai's 
growth and, in a signal way, 
identified himself with its for- 








tunes. For Mr, Clarke meant 
more to Shanghai __ than 
‘that. His career, in its vicissi 





tudes and its successes, was sub- 
stantially the same as that of 
‘many men who belonged to the 
picneer days and took full 
advantage of the opportunities 
which pioneers are ofered, in 
generous compensation for the 
disappointments, set-backs and 
anxieties of their condition. To 
his national characteristics of 
pluck, persistence, shrewdness 
ard generosity there was added 
a remarkable gift of friendshiv 
which was maintained to the 
end. Seldom can it. so truly be 
said of anyone as it is of Mr. 
Clarke that he had no enemi 

The secret lay in the sterling 
honesty of the man, his sports- 
manship and his camaraderie with 
all, He was trusted by all 
¢lasses and all communities. He 
had the reputation of being able 























to preserve his level-headed 
geniality in the most adverse 
situations, ‘The lead, which he 








‘s00n took in sport, came natural- 
ly to be merged in leadership in 
Jarger matters, He leaves be- 
hind him, as is shown in another 
column, many worthy monuments 
of his zeal and solicitude for the 
welfare of his fellow-citizers. 
It ig well that, at this time, 
‘special tribute should be paid to 
a man of his type. The com- 
munity to which he belonged 
have been hearing much of the 
deficiencies of their representa- 
tives of to-day.

IN MEMORIAM 

Oct. 
A notice in this journal yester- 
called to mind that only a 
year ago yesterday the air. 
ship, R.101, left Cardington on 
October 4," 1980 on her exper 
mental flight to India, struck 
the ground near Beauvais in 
France, in the early hours of 
Sunday morning, October 5, 
‘and_was completely destroyed 
by fire. Of her complement of 
fifty-four passengers and crew, 
forty-seven lost their _ lives, 
among them being Lord, Thom- 
gon, Secretary of State for Air, 
Sir Sefton Brancker, Director of 
Civil Aviation, and several other 
high officiale of the Air Ministry. 
‘All but three of te few survivors 
were ‘seriously injured, and 
fone of them subsequently died, 
‘The burial of the forty-eight men 
‘thus sacrificed in the cause of the 
progross of aviation took place 
‘on October 11, at Cardington, 
amid the most’ impressive signs 
of mational mourning. Before 
the burial a funeral service was 
held at St, Paul's Cathedral, with 
the Archbishop of Canterbury 

















Dominion of the Commonwealth, 
land France, Italy, Belgium and 
Holland, all present, by deputy, 
to mark their sense of the tribute 
due to the men of R.101. 
‘The ghastliness of this disaster 
to the mammoth airship is still 
Present to the mind. An eye-| 
witness deseribed how the air-| 
ship dipped by the nose several 
times and crashed into the north- 
ward edge of the Bois des 
Courtumes. A tremendous ex- 
plosion occurred, flames rose into 
the sky, everything was envelop- 
Jed by them, and in a comparative- 
ly few moments all that was left 
of this marvel of construction 
was bent and twisted wreckage 
and the charred remains of her 
human complement. An Inquiry, 
under the presidency of Sir John 
Simon, duly took place, and, in 
effect, it found that ' the en- 
thusiasm of those responsible 
for the voyage of the airship 
exceeded the confidence of the 
experts in her air-worthiness. 
As this tragic error of judgment 
was paid for by the disaster it- 
self, criticism must perforce re- 
main for ever mute. It is fitting, 
however, that the British nation 
should remember the sacrifice! 
which these men made and the 
Joss of manhood and engineering 
‘skill which their passing implied. 
In Cardington, less than two 
months ago,’ a permanent 
memorial to these men was ap- 
propriately unveiled. In the 
village Church there has been 
erected a bronze tablet bearing in 
alphabetical order and without 
mention of rank, save for the 
titles of Sir Sefton Brancker and 
Lord Thomson, the names of the 
men who died in the disaster. 
Over this tablet hangs the Royal 
Air Force flag, which was eaved 
from the wreck only slightly 
damaged by fire. Near the 
tablet is a framed engraving of 
Beauvais Cathedral, over a cen- 
tury old and given 'by a aympa 
thier to the Viear and Chureh- 
wardens of Cardington Church. 
The inscription on the tablet 
reads: 
“In remembrance of those who 
died when HM. Airship R101 
wrecked at Beauvais in 
France on October 5, 1980, in. at- 
tempting, the first cirship fight 
to In 
This simple epitaph will stand 
for all time in memory of a very 
heroic but ill-fated enterprize. 
Now, when severe financial 
stringency has compelled the 
abandonment of present effort to 
evolve a British airship, it is 
particularly appropriate’ that. 
there should be no, omission of 
gratitude to the living and the 
dead who have done so much to 
develop airship construction in 
Great Britain in the face of| 
great disadvantages end tragic 
disappointment. ‘That safe air-| 
ship transport, is not an 
impossibility, the remarkable 
achievements in Germany and 
the United States of America 
have clearly shown. But there 
necessarily must be a consider- 
able reluctance to indulge in 
costly experiments at the present. 
time when, apart altogether 
from the inability of the British 
Air Ministry to make use of the 
‘safer helium gas, tho catas- 
trophic consequences of error| 
are so disproportionate to the: 
results likely to be immediately 
achieved. The fire which destroy-_ 
ed R.101 was attributed to the 
ignition of a mixture of air and 
hydrogen by an_ electric spark.

It endeavours to assist 
in the education of poor children, 
and many a child in Shanghai 
has been started on the road to 
success in life by the careful and 
wish support which the So 
has been able to give at a cri 
time. The Society is emphatical- 
ly not composed of women who 
merely take up charitable work 
a8 a useful eocial ornament, Nor 
does it allow excessive sentiment 
to rule its conduct. A practical, 
businesslike examination of each 
case is allied to that human 
sympathy without which no 
social organisation can possibly 
work and prosper. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that in spite 
of the many calls on their purse 
and the financial disabilities 
which the community. generally 
must be suffering at the present 
time there will be a firm and 
strong response to the appeal 
which the Society is making to- 
morrow. In the meantime, the 
anti-taggers must quickly ar- 
range to send in their cont 
tions to-day to 1, Seward Road, 
if they wish to flaunt their silver 
and purple bows with complete 
immunity.

BRITISH PLANES ON 
FLOOD SURVEY 


Wuhan Authorities Refuse to 
Allow Further Flights 


Hankow, Sept. 28. 


‘The Wuhan military authorities 
decided to-day to forbid the flying 
fof British naval aeroplanes over the 
‘Wuhan cities or other Hupeh dis- 
triets even for the survey of flood 
conditions. The step is held neces 
sary, the authorities fearing that if 
‘the ‘British should be allowed to 
make flights here, the Japanese 
Fwould do the same thing thus ex- 
posing the strategic points in Wuhan 
fe the danger of beng attacked from 

‘About the middle of September, 
the Commander-in-Chief of the 
British Asiatic Fleet offered to the 
National Flood Relief Commission, 
the use of machines from H. M, $. 
Hermes at Hankow to make fights, 
over the flooded areas with a view 
toward locating isolated country folk 
land generally surveying existing 
conditions.

Tt seems that the cause of the 
Jaccident which provided Colonel and 
[Mrs Lindbergh with a drenching in 
the waters of the Yangtze on Friday 

"The Lockheed Sirius monoplane, 
jwith Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh 
aboard, was lowered by the crane 
of the British alrcraft-earrier Hermes

WRECK 


Captain of Salvage Ship 
Discovered 


‘Through the saving of the cap- 
tain as the third survivor the facts 
concerning the sinking of the il 
fated Toyo Maru, were revealed on 
‘the arrival of the Custom’s cruiser 
Chuentigo in Shanghai from the 
scene of the disaster. 

‘The captain told the story of the 
disaster to the keeper of the light- 
Fhouse on Hieshan Island after he

According to the story, the Toya 
[Maru left Shanghai to inspect two 
fwrecked steamers prior to. their 
being taken to pices, but bad we

fon the evening of the 24th. During 
the night a fierce tide van out to 
sea through the bottle neck bay 

is only 60 fect wide and with 
the changing of the wind, the Toyo 
Maru began to drag her anchor and 
Jarift towards the ‘sea, Through 
some unknown reason the drifting 
was unobserved and it was nob until 
the craft. struck the rocks at the 
mouth of the bay that the crew

“Taken by surprise the sailors 
‘with the exception of the captain, 
‘were unable to get ashore before the 
el drifting out into the raging 
. There, buffeted by huge 
waves, she rapidly sank,

NEW INTERNATIONAL 
CURRENCY 


Zuerich, Oct. 1. 
The inauguration of an inter- 
‘national currency on a gold basis, 
by the Bank of International Set- 
tlements is forecast in a despatch| 
to the “Neue Zuericher Zeitung” 
from its usually well-informed cor- 
respondent at Basle,
